Thomas Eldridge I was evidently born sometimes during the latter part of the 


seventeenth century, but there seems to be nothing }kmown of him until he 
married Judith Kennon the daughter of Dr, Richard Kennon of "Conjuret's Neck, 
The statement has been made that his oldest son Thomas, Jr. was born in 1710. 
In the Register Of Albermarle Perish Judith Eldridge died in 1759 aged 67, 
and the year of her birth was 1692. She must have been seventeen to eighteen 
years old when she married if the above date of her son Thomas is correct. In 
1709 he witnessed the will of William Randolph, and in 1711 he and his wife 
witnessed deed of William Kennon to Richard Kennon,Jr., both her brothers.

Prince George at this time, and Thomas Sr, seems to have acted as King’s xk 
Abtorney earlier and Thomes Jr. does not seem to have a record of acting in 
this copacity, though he wes « justice for Prince George. In 17\2 John 
Bolling, Francis Enes end Henry Randolph of the Co. of Henrico and Thomas 
Eldridge Of the Co. of Surry "---deed land-- " in Prince George known by the 
name of Waugh-rick---on Main Weugh Rick Swamn---etc. Note the names of the 
witnesses; Druity Bolling, Francis Enes, jr. and wicheara Kennon, the last a 
brother of his wife Judith. In the same year 1719 he lets for three years 
tract on Blackwater Swamp in Prince George. He makes bona to Henry Ivey in 
1723. These tracts are specially considered in connection with his will whic 
wes made in 1739 and recorded in 1741 seemingly with no witnesses, He died 
Nov. 4,1740. He must have scauired permanently the Blackwater Swemn property 
as also the Waughrick Swem in Prince George County which he devised respec- 
tively the first to his sons Williem and Richerd end the latter to Thomas. 
Rockedele went to richard and the home to the youngest son Williem, after th 


death of his mother. Besides these three sons his will shows five daughters 


to each of whom he leaves slaves. 


Judith Eldridge survived her husband some nineteen years and died Oct 14, 
1759, as shown by the Albermarle Parish Register, and vouched for by her 
son William to whom the property reverted at her death. Her grandson Thoms, 
son of Thomas and Martha Eldridge lived with her efter the death of his 
father in 1754 during his lateer minerity. Not so long after her death he 


took up his residence in Goochland County. Her daughter Ann married Stevling 
Clack of Brunswick County and both died young, leaving two sons and four 
the family recen$yy that she took

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Thomas Eldridge 2 seems to have been the eldest child of Thomac Eldridge I 
and his wife Judith Kennon, but the exact date of his birth is not imown. 
From Robertson in his "Poeshontas ana Her Descendents" it would seem that 

he was born in 1710, which may be pretty close. His mother Judith (Kennon } 
Eldridge died Nov. 14,1759, aged 67, according to the Albermarle Parish 
Register. She was therefore born in 1692 and was approximately 18 years old 
im 1710. Robertson states that he married in 1727 Martha Bolling, born 1713 
daughter of John Bolling and Mary Kennon, We question the marriage date as 
he would have been only 17 and she 14. Col John Bolling the first of "Cobbs" 
died in 1729 and-left in his will land at Flat Creek and slaves to be divia- 
ed between his daughters Martha and Ann. Hud she been married at this date 
1727 it strikes us that she would hame been mentioned in her father's will 
uhder her married mame, She had a daughter Jane who lived to a great old 

age and Gov. Robertson knew her in his youth when she was spoken of as "01d 
cousin Janny' and credits her with much of the information contained in his 
works to the handsprings of many branches. Giving her credit for being the 
source of the dates of her mothers' birth and marriage she may have been 
correct. Certainly they were young and in spite of this interpretation we 
feel that an error has been made here. Further if she had been the source 
of Gov. Robertson's information his record of the children of the Eldridges 
marriage would have been more accurate, as he gives only five children, 2 
deughters ans 3 sons in one place and 1 son and 4 daughters in the other 
with names. The last named daughter has been the source of much controversy, 
that is -Martha who married John Harris. After careful study on this point we 
feel confident that there was a son Thomas born before Jane and possibly a 
daughter Marths. Jane is given as born ¢.1740, but she may have been born 
prior to this year. About this time Thomas Eldridge and his wife resided 
under the confines of Albermarle Parish where the birth of his children are 


of record, two sons and two deughters (twins) Joyn b.Avril 4,1741, Judith & 








Mary (twins) 1743 and Rolfe 1744, After this date there does not seem to 


have been further children. Marthe Eldridge's death is of record Oct. 23, 
1749, There is no mention of a child Martha. Thomas Eldridge married as his 
second wife Elizabeth Jones and. there are records of the births of two 
ehildren by her, Aristotle in 1751 and Howell in 1753. There was still 
another girl Sarah but her birth in not recorded in this Parish. The death 
of Thomas Eldridge is recoraééd however Dec. 4,1754. Sarah may have been a 
posthumous child and her mother may have been with her people. It is to be 
noted that his widow became the second wife of Drutty Stith of Brunswick Co. 
which is taken up in detail later in this article. Returning to the ghildren 
by Martha Bolling attention is called to the will of Thomas Eldridge I his 
father, and bear in mind that he married Judith Kennon and John Bolling 
married her older sister Mary, and therefore Thomes Eldridge II merried his 
first cousin Martha Bolling on the Kennon side. His father leaves his 
property as also legacies to "Grend-son Thomas Eldridge" and "Grend-daughter 
Jane Eldridge". These show conclusively that Thoms and Jane were the chil- 
dren of his son Thomas. The record as given by Gov. Robertson is deficient 
and erroneous. Further Thomas Eldridge died Nov. 4,1742 and when he made his 
will he mentions that his son William was under age. William did have a 

son Thomas but he was a minor at the time of tne death of William in 1772 es 
shown by the records of Sussex Go. of that year as also 1774. Richard the 
other son seems to have had no children. This grandson Thomas Eldridge 3 
moved from Sussex Co., originally Surry, to Goochland Co. where he married 
Winifred Jones Miller the daughter of William Miller who was sheriff of that 
county in 1741. In the records of GoOchland Co. it is shown that he bought 
200 acres of land on the south side of Licking Hole Creek from Robert 
Pleasants as shown in Deed Book 12,p.16 in 1777. It is to be noted thet John 
Bolling the second of "Cobbs" and brother of Martha Bolling and therefore 


his uncle owned much property on Licking Hole Creek. John Bolling died in 
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1757 but his son Thomas Bolling born in 1735 was living in Goochland Co, et 
the time Thomas Eldridge moved into the same neighborhood, and it must be 
seen that they were first cousins, and Thomas may have been the cause of 
his coming to Goochland. There are a number of genealogies drawing from this 
Thomas Eldridge 3 all claiming Pocshontas descent, which however we have 
not followed, though many of them may be correct. Certainly this Thomas was 
the son of Thomas and Martha, and was born some tine in th 1730's, and was 
: the oldest child. He was a minor at the time of his father's death in 1754 
and as his step-mother shortly after the death of her husband lived for a 
time with her Jones relatives, but Thomas lived with his grandmother Judith 
Eldridge, and she died in 1759, He had a daughter Judith (1774-1852) who 
married Henry Cox and she named two daughters, one Judith Eldridge (1810- 
1852) and the other Marthe Bolling (1803-1818) and a son Thomas Bldridge 
Cox, as seen the §fwo daughters for his grandparents ana the son for him es 
also his father and grandfather, Thomas Zldridge 3 had the following child- 
ren, Thomas 4, Judith, Winifred Jones, John Rolfe Bolling, Sarah Hpes, ana 
Jane. We interpret this Jane Was named for her old msiden Aunt, Gev. 
Robertson's "01d Cousin Janny". We call attention to e record taken from 


Goode's Virginia Cousins with the comment, a misinterpretation.

We return to the"Marthe Eldriage-John Harris of England" according to 
Robertson, and the discussions on this Marthe contained in William and Mery 
uarterly XX, 204-207 born Oct.23,1749 (the exact date of the death of 
Martha (Bolling) Eldridge, as shown in Albermarle Parish Register) and the 
Va Historical Megazine etc.Vol.XXIII,nv.95 & 96. Weehave shown the inaccur- 
acy of Robertson on the Eldridge family and mst eliminate the record of 
Martha as given by him. In our interpretation of the date of marriege of 
Thomas Eldridge. and Martha Bolling it strikes us most forelbly tht this 
marriage could not have taken blace until sometime in the 1730s, «nd 1737 
would have been a better guess than 1727. However we can not after 4 most 
intensive study place this Martha as the daughter of Thomas and Martha at 
all for it could not jibe with the Harris data es given. We sgree with the 
possible suggestion of the writer on vage 96 of the Va.Mag.in putting this 
Marthe as the daughter of Thomas and Judith. In the will of Thomes Eldridge 
I who died Nov. 4,1740 he names his daughters in the following se. uence; 
Judith, Elizabeth, hiary, Ann, Martha. (There is enother daughter Sarah 
already shown, b. Avril 4,1741, after the death of her fetaer.) Careful 
study shows he does not follow ages at all in his bequests. No further 
record is found of Mary. Elizabeth is seemingly 014 enough to have been a 
god-parent for her niece Mary, twin daughter of Thomas an@ Martha Eldridge 
Avril 4,1743. Elizabeth Eldridge died Sept.15,1745. Judith and Ann cared 
for under Thomas I. Martha Eldridge could easily have been memed or 
Marthe Kennon the sister of her mother Judith, who married Robert Munford. 
This is o r interpretation and the will of John Harris vroved in Surry Co. 
March 10,1771 is given to substantiate our view thereof. In vhis will he 
gives the following names of his children: panela MeRae, (wife of Rev. 
Christopher MeRee) Richard Harris, Mery Harris, Anne Kennon Harris, Kennon 
Harris, and Eldridge Harris. In every cease with the exception of Pamela the 


names belong to the Kennon and Eldridge families. In only one, exception 
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could be made and that is Mary Harris, who might have had the name Mery 
to originate from Mary Kennon who married John Bolling, who was the sister 
of her grandmother Judith. The Solling name seems in no way to be connected. 
in directoline from Bolling. We sre strongly of the opinion that this inter- 
pretation, after mature consideration, will be accepted. Under this interp 
pretation it ws most natural for John Harris, in his will proved in Surry 
in 1771, to have made his brother-in-law William Eldridge one of his 
executors. Another Executor was his son-in-law the Rev. Christopher McRae, 
Rector of Southwark Parish. 
The preeding discussions have taken up mach of the lifetime of Thomas 
Eldridge 2 énd his wife and first cousin Martha Bolling 3. He was assuredly 
the oldest son and child of Thomas Elaricge and Judith Kennon. It is rether 
supposed thab he was born in Prince George Co. before his father took up 
his residence in Sprry. This can not be sunstantiated by record. His wife, 
born at "Cobbs", was the daughter of John Bolling 2 and her aunt Mary 
Kennong. Her father bought the "Cobbs" vroperty which for severel generation 
was the Bolling ancestral home. It might be of interest here to enll atten- 
thon to the families allied by kin and marriage during the first few decades 
of the eighteenth eentury. Dr. Richard Kennon I had two sons William and 
Richard, and three daughters to marry as follows: William, Anne Epves:3 
Richard, Agnes Bolling; Mary, Col.John Bolling 2; Martha, Col. Robert 
Munford: and Judith, Thomas Eldridge I: Robert Bolling I had an only son, 
by his first marriage to Jane Rolfe, Col. John Bolling 2 who married ary 
Kennon, and by his secoud marriage to Anne Stith inter allies Agnes Boliing, 
youngest child who married Richard Kennon.

This is the problem to be solved and records ure submitted to 
agstest the solution, Thomas Eldridge 2 seems to have spent his life as a 
resident of Prince George County and is stated on page 95 of the Jan, issue 
of the Va. Mag. etc. 1915 to have died in that county. His residence wus 
not far from where his father lived in Surry. This is clearly shown by the 
fect that he was close énough to the Parish of Albermarle of Surry Co., 
established in 1738, to affiliate himself and family with this parish and 
with the exception of his two oldest children all of his children show 
birth records in its Register. He was a lawyer by profession as his father 
was before him and by will he wee left his law books. In 1735 he was queli- 
fied to practice law in Amelia County, and in 1745 he was appointed 4 
justice in Prince George. In 1744 Thomas and his wife Martha sold their 
interest in the property left by her father to hereelf and sister Anne "now 
the wife of James Murray." Anne Bolling was a god-parent to their son John 
in 1741 end married James Murray between these two dates. In 17 9 Charles 
Binns who had married his sister, under certain conditions leuves certain 
property to "Brother Thomas Eldridge". In 1754 Clement Hancock transfers 
to Thomas Eldridge land on Notaway River. In 1752 Thomas Edmunds produced 
license to practice law in Sussex Co. His wife Mertha died 0ct.43,1749. His 
father died Nov.4,1740 and both these dates ure certified to in the Parish 
Register by Thomas Eldridge. His children by wife Martha are given later wit 
all of his children. fhe exact date of his second marriage is not but he hed 
a son Aristotle to be born in 1751. He must have married shortly «ufter 
Martha's death Klizabeth Jones, daughter of Howell Jones of Surry Co. He die

His widow some years later married Col. Drury Stith of Brunswick Co. 4s his 
second wife, Careful abstracts of the will of Col.Stith and Elizabeth Stith 
have been given. His will was dated in June 1770, and attention is culled to 
this clause: "I lay no claim to any part of the estate my wife was possess- 
ed of at our marriage." he leaves her slaves and personal estete--"during 
her life, after her decease to ve e,ually divided among children I have had 
by her." He leaves a certain tract to wife Elizabeth (746 acres) and at her 
death “to son Thomas". Executors;: John Coleman, sterling Edmunds, and wife 
Elizabeth. His first wife was Martha--~--: family name not yet known. Only 

two children by his first wife are mentioned, son Buckner and daughter 
Elizobeth. ; 

This deushter Elizabeth will be considered briefly later in confirmation of 
the article of recent date in connection with her Fitzhugh marriages. 

The will of Elizabeth Stith is very clear cut and careful consideration 
shows in her devise to Elizabeth Stith that she does not mengfion her ac her 
daughter as she does later in devises to other children naming them either 
son er daughter. She might have been a little more explicit in giving 
Aristotle, Howell and surname Eldridge to distinguish them frm her Stith 
children. However they were the three of her seven children, but by her 
first marriage. It igs to be noted that she places distinctly the three 
Aristotle, Howell, and Sarah together so that if any of the three die the

(The statement made in William & mary, Vol.21,0.251, that Mrs. Elizabeth 

Stith's will recorded in Brunswick Feb.25,1771, widow of Thomas Hl*~tdge 

of Prince George, no Stith children, is erroneous.) 
Attention is called to the collection made in the Va. Quarterlies by Mrs. 
McPherson, Genealogist of Chicago. We have verified same, and show how the 
error arose which gave Bolling names to descendemts of the Elizabeth Stith 
to which reference has been made in the article. Elizabeth Stith, born 1754, 
daughter of Col. Drury Stith and his first wife Martha----,Way about 17 
years old at the time of the probation of the will of her stepmotner 
Elizabeth Stith (hrs. Elizabeth Jones Eldridge) in 1771. Hef father's will 
was probated the preceding year 1770. Hlizabeth Stith married twice first on 
Oct.28,1770nshortly after her father's death Henry Fitzhush of Pitzhgghsburg 
(L750-1777);and second Oct.23,1777 Henry Fitzhugh of "Belleir” cousin of her 
first masband, and they had four children the eldest of whom Was John 
Bolling Stith Fitzhugh and he inherited "Belleir". This John Bolling haa six 
children and the deccendants continued the Bolling name ana claimed Pocehont 
as an ancestor. It is true that Elizabeth Stith had Bolling kin through the 
Stith side in the mar eiene of Robert Bolling I to his second wife Anne Stith 
but no Pocahontas blood. Elizabeth Stith thus nemed her first son for John 
Bolling 2,the father of Martha who married Thomes Eléridge 2,and he married 
for his second wife Elizabeth Jones, who became the second wife of her 
father, and Stith from her father's side. It met be seen thet born in 1754 
she as a girl- was roised in « family of three sets of children, two sets of 
Eldridge children and one set of Stith children her half brothers snd sister 


It is not surprising that in the course of time this seeming mix up of four 


sets of children should have occurred.

Jane Eldridge 3 and 4, daushter of Thomas Eldridge 2 (1710-1754) and his 
wife Martha Bolling 3 (1713-1749) is stated in "Pocahontas etc." to heve 
been born circa 1740. She was born at an earlier date as shown by tue will o 


of her grandfather Thomas Eldridge I, who married Judith Kennon is dsted 
Aug.17,1739 and proved in Surry Co. May 20,1741. In *h/¢ wi/l there 1s 
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this item of a legacy "to my gdanddaughter Jane Eldridge". She was therefore 
born certainly prior to the dating of the will, and seems to heve been the 
oldest daughter of her parents, and lived to a great old age. The following 
is quoted from "Pocahontas etc"; nage 84; "of Jenny Eldridze 5, mown to my 
boyhood as "Old Cousin Jenny", and to whom acouisitions this compiletion 
owes so much, I am able by a recent communication to saythat she was a 
family celebrity, distinguished for her alertness of body and mind--s bright 
wit, a fine memory, and especially for her devotion to her Indian blood, and 
all its loreand tradition. It was said that she could call tne name and 
kinship of every descendant of Pocahontas. She was chief store-house, there- 
fare, an authority of her day of everything known concerning her femily in 
the minutest particulars before and during her time. To her is due the 
preserved knowledge of the head springs off many of its branches, which else 
nad been irrevocably lost't. She never married and died, date notknown, but 
well into the nineteenth century. All the genealogies mention her as the 
daughterof Thomas and Martha (Bolling) Eldriage, but very little is known 
concerning her directly. From the articles appearing in the Virginis Magezin 
on the descendants of John Rolfe in the January No. 1915,p.96 she is given 
as the last child No.44, but this isan error as shown above. Also in the 
William & Mary quarterly, vol.XX,pp.205-7 sheis given no.ll just before John 
no.10. The vosition is correct but the numbers should be transposed as she 
was the elder, We have never been able to verify a statement that she married 
Jopn Robinson in 1762. Furthermore we know such to be erroneous from the 
record below, She was evidently named for her mother's oldest sister Jane 
Bollingwho eer sea nd oherd Randolph the first of "Curles". Her aunt Jane 
Randolph in her willdated March 2,1766 left her a legacy as follows; (Va.Mag 


0ct.1914,p.444) 
to "Niece Jane Eldridge is loaned for life, certain negroes ,and 
should she marry and have issue then in fee, otherwise to my 


daughter Elizabeth, to Jane Eldridge, blagk walnut Press." 


In the will of Richard Randolph also of "CGurles" and son of her aunt Jane 





Randolph, and her first cousin, she is left a legacy thus expressed to 


"worth kinswoman Miss Jane Eldridge". Her cousin Richerd died June 5,1786. 


John Eldridge 3, son of Thomas Eldridge 2 {1710-1754) and his wife liartha 
Bolling (1713-1749) is not given in Robertson's ‘Pocahontas’, but he was 
born April 22, 1741.

John Eldridge seems not t6 have married and very little is known of him 
except incertain legacies left him as also his sister Jane. In t.e will of 
Edward Bolling 3 (1744-1770) dated Sept.9,1769..and reeorded in Amherst Co. 
Ocet.1,1770 there is this legacy "to cousin Bolling Eldridge". He was the 
brother of his mother Martha Bolling 3,, and we interpret "cousin Bolling 
Eldridge't to have been this John Eldridge and that his full name wes John 
Bolling Eldridge, named for his grandfather Col. John Bolling 2 the first of 
"Cobbs". He certainly was named for him, and in 1770 there was no Bolling 
Eldridge known, and John Eldridge lived beyond this date. In the will of 
Richard Randolvh 3, the second of "Curles" and the son of Richard Randolph 2 
of Curles (17 ) who married Jane Bolling 3 the eldest sister * of his 
mother Marthe Bolling 3, there are two legacies respectively one to “worthy 
kinswoman Miss Jane Eldridge’ and the other to "wowthy kinsman Mr.John 
Eldridge”. This Richard Randolph died June 5,17686 and Jonny Eldridge was 


living at that date, There seems to be no record of him after thistime and 


the date of his death is not known. 
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Williem Eldridge 2 seems to have been the youngest of tne three sons of 
Thomas Eldridge 1 and Judith Eldridge 2,but there is no record of the date 
of his birth. He was however under age at the time of the dete of his 
father's will in 1739, in Surry Co. In the first item of the will he is to 
receive the home place upon the decease of his mother, alsoin the second 
item he is to ‘receive the Blackwater property in Prince George Co. when he 
arrives at the ase of 21, as also another tract in Prince George to be 
divided upon her decease between William and Richard, and lesély he was to 
receive slaves. William thus received considerable property, outlived his 
bwother Thomas and die@ between Jan. 24,and May,25,1772 as indicated by the 
dates of signing and proving his will in Sussex Co. He resided in Surry Co. 
until 1755 when Sussex was established ahd he as also his mother fell into 
that Co. He married Ann Jones the daughter of Richard Jones of Surry Co. but 
the date is not known, As seen he died in 1772 and his will is recorded in 
Sussex Co. in Will Book B.n.350, wherein he makes the following devises; 

To wife Ann, to son Robert, daughter Elizabeth, son Thomas, daughter Mery, 
and daughter Ann and appoints his wife Ann and Brother-in-law Robert Jones

From the above record it is shown that William Eldridge dying in 1772 left

In Tyler's Biography as also in the Va. Nog. Vol. V. pp. 90-91 Judich Kennon is stated to 
have married Thomas Bldrdédgo, though in the last reference it roads "appenrs from the roe 
ords to have matricd Thonas fariago,” Ido not beliove that this marriage wo ld ever be 


questioned though I think her son inadvertently made an orrer as to her age. Tt most be 





péin in sind however that her father died Hin 1688 and sho 1aust havo hoon older than 67 
or tho recorded dato of tncbaonth of hor fathor is orronoous , for there is no doubt of 
her parentage. You will see also that if sho had a daughter born in 1740 as the recores 
show it was a child of hor old ago, especially when you consider her son Thor:as Jr. well 
established in lifo at that timo. TI have gone into this as you never know when you sre 
going to bo pickcd up on diserepancies, 

I wish to say that tho chappoll Book has assisted me greatly as 7 will have 
a socond instalimont on the Poythress Family in tho July nunbor, and what I saw dn the 
Chappell book on Old arena’ s Court House will mako an interosting note te put in 
tho Wm. & Mary Quar. as an. historical note ina later issuo. I deal particularly with
